But with ſweete pꝛomiſes allureth, 
and with great perſwaſion & moſt louing 
counſel & aduiſe, doeth exho2t  pzoucke vs 
tcherunto, crauing, beſeeching, c intreating 
vs to peelde and conſent: not leaaing out 
any tbing that i is like ly to fur cher the mats 
ter that is in hande. 

The nature of man being(as it is) deli 1 
rous of knowledge, hom tan he but be wel⸗ 
come bnto vs, that oleſſeth to teache .

It is that ſinne, that had a ſo⸗ 
lemne curſe, called fo2 againſt it, by che 
miniſterie of the Leuites, whereunto al the 
people were commaunded to ſape, Amen. 
And what diuerſitie oz difference is there 
betweene bim; that ſetteth in the lande 
marke, and ſo boundeth a man ſhoꝛter: and 
him, that epther by wieſting ofthe lade, oꝛ 
hyding the true meaning of it, is an occaſi⸗ 
on ok cuttyng ſhoꝛt, oꝛ empap2ing the true 
Title of any man? Euer man wil graunt, 
that yf a man of no conſcience, had the cu⸗ 
ſtodie of all the Eutdences of this lande, 
hee might doe muche miſchieke, by cancel⸗ 
lyng, croſſing, interlining, putting in and 
aut, at his pleaſure, hidyng, o2 ſhewyng, 
renting, oꝛ reſeruing, as him luſteth . And 
is not this perfourmed , whple the lawe is 
made to ſpeake, that they knewe in trueth 
it did neuer me ane: and too burye that in 
ſilence, which it was appointed to geue tes 
ſtimonp and witneſſe vnto.? And ik all this 
were nothyng, what can bee ſo miſerable, 
as when a man hath ben al che dap abzode, 
in che ſtozmes, and tempeſtes, at 2 
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whenbe commeth home, hee ſhal finde his 
bouſe in that caſe,thac it can neither holde 
out wind noz rapne?Anddonatmany,who 
are fozced by reaſon of the Stozmes and 
Tempeſtes abꝛoade, to take them to this 
their houſe and harboꝛowe, I meane the 
Law: finde the tempeſt often as grieuous 
there, as befoze they dyd in the plapne ? 
woulde co God there were none turned out 
of they} owne doozes in the middeſt of the 
ffozme, without any hope at all of harbo⸗ 
rowe from thence? oz if a man that had ben 
dogged,to his owne doozes, by Theeues, 
Ehaning gotten his houle vpon his head,

oppꝛeſſed, and wzonged abzoade, in anye 
part of this lande, (ſhall bzing his matter 
vnco hearpng a: Meſtminſter Dall, looke 
that pee bee good vnto him in his owne 
houſe, let bim take no harme at home: Pis 
griefe is great enough abꝛoade, It bath 
al wapes, euen by the lawes of man, beene 
counted an haynous offence, to bexe and 
annoy à man in his owne houle, Nhat pe 
thynke of the matter, J cannot tell, this J 
am aſſured ol, it is his due, to be well dealt 
withal there, and pee are to anſweare the 
Loꝛde. not onely fo denping, but alſo fo 
delaping and deferring of iudgement. Fox 
why? che man hath right and title, in his 
good cauſe, vnto as ſpeedie a diſpatche at 
pour handes, as poſſiblp may be had. And 
therefoze Tob p2ofeſſed, that hee had not 
weeried the eyes of the wydowe, with 
waytyng lang for helpe,before it came, 
It ts a true laying of that Heathen man: 
Bis dat qui citodat, Ihe doubleth his gift, 
that geueth it ſpeedily. It was a oriefe to 
Jethro, Moſes his father in amt, to ſee the 
people ſtande fcom moꝛning to euening a⸗ 
bout Moſes, waiting fo the diſpatch. Dom 
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men, (which commonly happeneth — 
among vs) ta waite fro tearme to tearme, 
nay from peere fopeere? 

Wee are all of vs ſeuerally, to deale 
righteouſly wich our bꝛethꝛen, in all our 
comterſation with them, and thereby de⸗ 
clare, the laue wee beare them. And the 
Low hath appointed vs to ſhew this loue, 
not only vnto them, but vnto the thinges 
that bee deare vnto them, as goodes, and 
good name: euen vnto theſe,hath the Loꝛd 
bounde bs, alwel as to they perſons. Fo2 
wee muſte thus intermedle one with ano» 
ther : and finde ſuccour one from another. 
And they2 name and goodes by his ap» 
pointment, goe thꝛough our handes and 
charge, alwel as his perſon, and muſt finde 
ſuccour there. This is the charge from our 
God, that when any thing of theirs paſſeth 
thzough our hand es, it finde that affection 
towardes it, which may gene teſtin:onp of 
our bꝛotherly good wil to them, and witnes 
our obedience vnto GOD), And the ſame 
GOD that fozbiddeth che murder of his 
bodye , fozbiddeth alſo the ſtealth of his 
goodes. And the ſame God that hath bound 
ouer our cut good affection to his bodp:

bath in like maner doone it towardes his 


goods. Hardi ſhal any mI be perſwaded, 
that he is louing vnto him, who is empap⸗ 
ryng him, in any thing that is deare # pꝛe⸗ 
cious vito hym,alwayes gapning by his 
loſſe. The pooze man, whoſe money muſte 
paſſe though the handes of the Merchant, 
the Farmer, the Dzaper, c. By that time 
that euery on?-ouerſelling his commodte 
ties, hath gotten a fleeſe , bzyngeth the 
ſweate of his bꝛowes (that is his blood) 
which he hath plentifully powzed out, and 
made no ſpare of it, thzoughout the whole 
yeere,tnto a narrowe rowme: Neither can 
hee geue a true repoꝛt of any loue he found 
at theyꝛ handes, moze then one might finde 
at the hande of a Turke, oꝛ Infidel. In the 
25. of Leuiticus, the people of GD D are 
charged, not to opp2efle one another, in 
buying and ſellyng, but as the peere of Ju⸗ 
bile was nigh, oz farre of, ſo to ſell dearer, 
02 better cheape, MAherein the ſeller was 
bounde, to regarde the p2ofite of him chat 
bongbt:foʒ longer then the yeere of Jubile 


he coulde not yoſleſle it: At which tyme, 
by the lawe of God it muſt returne to the 
otpner againe. The yeereof Jubile is abo 


liſhed, 
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liched, but the law of conſcience (being the 
equitie of that law) remaineth, that a man 
ſhoulde regarde, not himſelfe onelp, but al⸗ 
ſo the ſtate ot another. LUher by it is appa⸗ 
rant, it was notlawfull foz a man, to take 
whatſoeuer he coulde get, without regard, 
what a bargaine his ne ighboꝛ was like to 
haue at his hands. Me are exhoꝛted by the 
Apoſtle, to make conſcience ot᷑ ſuch mat: 

Let no man 
oppreſſe or defraude his brother, in any 
thing, for euen the Lorde is a reuenger 
of ſuche thinges. Knowe you not (ſapeth 
Saint Paule) that the vnrighteous ſhall 
not inherite the kingdome of God? And 
what right hath any man to another mans 
monep, not geuing him the value oz wozth 
ok it in wares oꝛ marchaundize? Bee not 
decetued(ſayth the holy Ghoſt in the lame 
place.) Neyther Theeues, couetous per- 
ſons, noz e xtozcioners, ſhall inherite the 
kingdome of GOD. The want of equitie 
and conſctence in this behalfe , is notably 
taxed by Solomon, Prouerb, 20. It is 
naught,itis naught, ſayth the buyer, but 
when hee is gone apart, he boaſteth. It 
toucheth this naturall coꝛruption, where e⸗

tie (ſapth Solomon) is iuſt, and bleſſed 
ſhall his children bee after him. He that 
foloweth after righteouſnes aud mercy, 
ſhall finde life, righteouſneſſe and glory. 
A faithful man ſhal abounde in bleſſing. 
but hee that maketh haſt to be rich, ſnal 
not be innocent. Men who being greedp 
of gatne , had ſodainelp attained vnto 
wealth, were the moſt infamous of al other 
men, euen among the Heathen, ſa that n- 
om Aber g- grewe with them to be a name 
of greateſt renoch. A verlet is not moe 
odious with vs, then hee was with them, 
The oꝛder that is beere obſerued, map in 
no wyſe bee neglected: foz ſab wg rs 

beloze 
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befoze righteouſnele in this — : Wee 
muſt liue ſoberly and righteouſſy (ſapth 
the Apoltle.) Without ſobzietie and tem. 
verance.righteous and iuſt dealing cannot 
be holden vp, and maintepned : fo if a 
man haue nat learned to bee rich, and to be 
pooze, hee ſhall neuer holde out the courſe 
of tultice and righteous dealyng: when it 
Ipech vppon the loſſe of fauour, eſtimation, 
credite,wealth,o2 countenauce, to pꝛoceede 
in iuſt ice and righteouſneſſe. Dee ſhall ne⸗ 
uer buie and ſell with conſcience, that hath 
not accounted with himſelfe to carry a low 
ſaile, and lower then he hath done, (ik God 
ſee it ſo good. ) Tee ſhoulde haue moe 
iuſtice, if wee had moꝛe ſoberneſſe in the 
lande : foz if whatſaeuer come, the olde 
eſtate muſte bee holden, iuſtice and righ- 
teous dealyng muſt ſome time bee ſtret⸗ 
ched. Tt is this temperaunce and ſobzie⸗ 
tle , that ſtrengrheneth righteous dea⸗ 
lyng and iuſtice , Fo2 pf wee coulde bee 
content to bee humbled in the wozlde , pf 
GDD coulde nototherwple bee ſerued, 
P2 a good conſcience mapnteyned : wee 
ſhoulde haue moze power to doe iuſtice,

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and to line vpꝛightly in cur callyng what 
ſoencr, But while men are ſo dzowned in 
pꝛolites, pleaſures, and honoꝛs inthe wozly 
they are neuer put to any ſtraite, but iuſtice 
is ſtretched, that the olde compaſſe map be 
kept, and theyꝛ eſtate vpholden. Let vs im⸗ 
bꝛace this temperaurce and ſoberneſſe, ſa 
ſhall we holde faſt this reine of iuſtice and 
vpꝛight dealing in our places & callinges. 
Manp good lawes wee haue made, to 
cauſe vs to liue iuſtly one with another, but 
litle fruite of them: fo2 why? the roote is 
not touched. Mee haue taken ſolarge 8a 
meaſure of poꝛt and countenaunce, beeing 
boyde of this temperaunce; that the cloth 
multneedes be cut outthereafter. The ſo⸗ 
bꝛietie that pleaſed our fathers in attire, in 
faire poꝛt, in coũtenance, wil not ſuffer vs, 
we haue taken a larger meaſure, and there 
foꝛe muſt we not ſtreteh out the cloth ? they 
haue left vs acroꝛdingly. Mute not our 
rents be raiſed, our reuenues encreaſed, the 
pꝛiſes 6f our ware augmented, our papnes 
dearer, our giftes greater, our pleaſuring 
of men better conſidered, our paynes moze 
rewarded, our liberalitie to the pooze 02 to 
any good pur pole leſlened, our compalli on 
abated, 
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tbated, and ſo our fathers good repoꝛt des 
caped? Let euery man taſt moze of tempe⸗ 
raunce, ſo ſhall he be able to afooꝛde a bets 
ter peniwooꝛch of righteous and vp2zight 
dealing in his callpng whatſoeuer . Foz 
ſure, while the meaſure is ſo inſinitly inlar⸗ 
ged. che cloth muſt needes bee ſec vpon the 
Tainters, and exceſſively ſtretched. It ſhal 
be in bayne to make lawes againſt iniuri⸗ 
dus and bnrighteous pꝛactiſes, pf befoze, 
this great exceſſe and intemperancie, that 
rulech in all eſtates, be not repꝛeſſed. Foz 
ikthat in no caſe may bee abated, howe can 
it bee but that the olde oꝛdinarie dealinges 
in righteouſneſſe,and equitie, muſt be rac⸗ 
ked? The great want of ſobꝛietie that is e⸗ 
terp where, ſpeaketh that there is muche 
vnrighteouſneſſe in this land, and ſo conſe « 
quently doech plainly and evidently fozetel 
vs, that the righteous God hath a quarell 
with che inhabicants of this our countrey, 


fo2 the vnrigbteouſneſſe thereof, which in» 


creaſeth in euery kyngdome as moderati⸗ 
on and ſobzietie abateth, Now how ſobzi⸗ 
etie decayeth, and intemperancie is dayly

Saping alter out beſt obedience, wich Da- 
uid in the building ofthe Temple, Who 


am I. and what is my people, that wee 


ſhoulde bee able to offer willingly after 
this ſort for all things come of thee and 


of thine owne hand, haue we geuen thee 


all this aboundaunce, That we haue pre- 
pared to builde the an houſe, is of thy 
hand. and al is thine. This meditation is 
in like maner meete with out croked and 
diſozdered affections, in olix dealinges, 
whiche are voyde of all conſideration of 
iuſtice, and mercy,CUhtle that we ſhall in 
this maner vꝛge and pꝛeſſe them: doſt thou 
thus anſwere thy redemption? Is heere the 
pꝛice ofthy ſanctiſicatiõꝰ daſt thou thus re⸗ 
quite thy ſaluation?is this the thankfulnes 
foꝛ thy health? and al thou mapeſt finde in 
thy heart to affaoꝛde God of thy wealth: 
It followcth, wee matt line godly, this 

neceſſarily is ioined torighteouſnes. Foz 
it were but a vayne thing to bee pꝛerile 
in 
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iuſt dealing wich 
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in geuing man his right,+then to withold 
the Lowhis,thzough impietie. We muſt 
communicate with him, as J tolde you bes 


foze in his woozde : Receiue the Lawe of 


his mouth, and lay vp his wordes in thy 
heart. Dauid hauing declared beſoꝛe how 
the heauens doe declare the gloꝛy of God, 
and howe the creatures doe leade vs vnto 
ſome know'edge of him, immediately ag 
one rauiſhed with the mateſtte c excellency 


ok that knowledge of God, which we haue 


by che wooꝛde, and as one who taketh that 


other kinde of teaching, to bee nothing in 


reſpect oł this: affirmeth that the lawe of 
the Lorde conuerteth the ſoule , & that 
it geueth wiſdom to the imple, geueth 
light to the eies, and bringeth ioy to the 
heart: mating theſe to be the ſpeciall pꝛe⸗ 
rogatiues, ot the woozd of God, th neither 
by the creatures, noz pet by any other out⸗ 
warde meanes, map be attained vnto. Je 
behoueth vs there lage, to haue often vſe of 
the wooꝛde of God, not onelp to take our 
knowledge from thencehow to ſerue him: 
but alſo to ſeeke foꝛ incouragement c quic⸗ 
kening thereunto from it. Fo? the —_—_ 
of _ quickeneth vs to our dueties , 
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ſtirreth vp the ſlowneſle, that by nature 
is in vs. A notable example whereof wee 


. Chroni, 5 haue in the ſecond of the Chroni. Chap, 


15. Me are likewiſe to reſt vpon his goods 
neſſe,whereof he hath made vs ſuch large 
nomiſes in his wooꝛde, to applie his bene⸗ 
fites as ſpeciall helpes to ſtrengthen our 
faich, in the perlwalion of his fatherly af* 
fection towardes vs, and to pꝛouoke our os 
bedience the rather therby, and to be often 
and earneſt in pꝛaper with him, both to 
haue our ſtren geh and abilitie to ſerue him 
by that meanes encreaſed: and alſo to p20» 
uide that neither by our ſubtile aduerſarp, 
no? yet by our owne frailtie, wee be intrap- 
ped in the net of deſtruction. Foz albeit by 
his grace our ſpirite be ready, yet haue we 
a weake fleſhe, which is to be dꝛagged foz« 
ward by ſtrength obtepned though pꝛap⸗ 
er from uur God. Theſe thynges muff we 
be geuen — and neyther by a plaine re⸗ 
iecting of thein, and erettyng of our owne 
deuotion: neyther pet by a colde and care⸗ 
leſſe vſe ok them, ta tempt the Loꝛde, and 
covpholdv3 in vngodlnelle, and the kruites 


thereof. The p apiſtes, Anabaptiſtes, Li⸗ 


bertines, and the Familie ok loue, are all 
— lwozne 
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ſwoꝛne 3 bnto rodlineſte;fojaſmuch 
. asthep will baue the wooꝛde altogeather 


ſubiect to their ſpirite. Fo2 they will haue 


it not to ſpeake, but as their ſpirite ſhal in⸗ 
dite, and herevpon they builde, that they 
are the Churche : and therefoze haue a pꝛo⸗ 


miſe of the holy Ghoſt, to keepe them that 
they etre not. Enquire of a Papiſt, from 


-whence come they vawaitten berities, and 
manpfolde traditions,thep anſweare, there 
were many thinges that the Apoſtles then 
were not able to beare, which the holy ſpi⸗ 


rite being nowe come hath taught them. 
The Anabaptiſtes, Libertines, and houſe 
of Lone, vꝛged with the Scripture, wyll 
aſ ke pou, what layth the ſpitite, affirming 
that to be but the killing letter. Thus boch 
ol them, howſoeuer in other thinges great⸗ 
ly differyng, haue this common pꝛinciple 
fo2 their foundation and beginning: that 
the Scriptures beeing but an ABC to 
Chziſtianitie, the ſpellpng and readyng 
thereofmuſft be dzawne from their ſpirite, 
as if the Goſpel ſhoulde geue place to res 
uelations, and ſa cary with it the ſtapne of 
nan: 02 as if the ſpirice coulde be 
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ſent to teache and confirme , As it is waits 
ten: He (hal bryng al thinges to your re- 
membrance , whiche I haue tolde you. 
That can be a moze ſhametull abaſing ot 
Chzifte , then to make him but vſher,and 
their Sptrite in place aboue him, chtefe 
Schoolematſers?that as the law bꝛoughe 
vs by the hand to Chziſte: ſo Chziſte ſhould 
be our guide vnfo revelation , and reſigne 
vnto it, as the laſh did vnto him. They will 
not deny the woꝛd, but in trueth, they make 
it a matter of nothing. Foz they will alow 
no ſenſe vuto it, but ſuche as theyꝛ ſpirite | 
ſhall ſecbpon it. So that in verie deede hom 
ſoeuer they woulde be thought to leade bs 
to the woꝛde, they doe leade their diſciples, 
vnelp to the dꝛeames and deuiſes of their 
oon head. In the time ok the law when vi« | | 
| ſions c reuelationz were often and vſual, 
yet were they then ſubiect to the woꝛd, e to | 
be tried by it, nap to be ouerrnled of it, Ac« | 
coꝛding as we reade: If there ariſe among 
you a Prophet, and geue thee a ſigne or | 
wonder, and the ſigne or wonder which | 
he hath told thee come to paſſe. ſaying: | 
Let vs goc after our gods:thou ſhalt not 
hearken vnto the words of the Prophet, p 
yee (hal walke after the Lord your wor i 
| all 
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and ſhall keepe his commaundementes, 
and hearken vnto his voyce, but that 
Prophet ſhalbe ſlaine, becauſe he hath 
ſpoken to thruſt thee out of the waye, 
wherin the Lord the God comaundeth 
thee to walke. If in the times, when viſids. 
c reuelations had their beſt alowance, and 
the moſt lawful title that euer they had: all 
that notwithſtanding, they were to geue vp 
their account vnto the witten wooꝛde of 
God, and frõ thence to receiue their Quie- 
tus eſt. Ae map not then in thoſe times, 
receiue ſuche wares, onder the alone wars 
rant ot their own weights, when faith muſt 
light againſt miracles and reuelations, foʒ 
the wooꝛde, whiche inthe infancie of the 
Church, was belped by miracles vnto the 
woo2de, 

How can there be aup true gedlineſſe a- 
mong this people, among whom God is 
not licenced to ſpeake in his wooꝛde what 
pleaſeth bim, but the wooꝛde ſtrained by 
their ſpirite, to ſpeake after the liking of 
- miſerable men? Great is the vngodlineſſe 


ſhed ſuperCicion ond fantaſtic] revelatid : 
pet fo; al that, leaning vnto the bold of their 
Þzofeſſion of the trueth, as vnto a ſufficient 
e picks C3 foztreſls; 


likewiſe of thoſe men, who haung bant-

fortrelle doe not ſubmit them ſelues to a⸗ 
np often and earneſt vfe of the woozde and 

pꝛaper, with conſcience and care to haue 
they wapes refoꝛmed by it, and with per ⸗ 
ſwaſion of any great neceſſitie that they 


haue ok it. 


Me can not gene dut ſelues bnto theſe 
dueties, vnleſſe we ſhalbe in the expectati⸗ 
on and looking after the hope of an other 
life, & therloꝛe very fitlp doeth the Apoſtle 
ioine vnto theſe ſeueral duties that we haue 
bearde ok, this ſpeache : Waiting for the 
bleſſed hope and glorious appearing of 
the mightie G OD our Sauiour Ieſus 
Chriſte. Foz it cannot come to paſſe, wee 
ſhould be taken of from things here below, 
bnleſſe we be aſſured els where, No man 
wyl let goe thyngs aſſured, foꝛ vncertaine.

In the xi.to 
the Hebrues, the obedience of Abraham 
in leauing his owne coũtrep, not knowing 
where he ſhould become, is aſcribed to this 
that he waited foz a Citie that had a foun:

great things that are ſpoken of Moyſes, in 
accounting the rebuke of Chziſte, to be of 
moꝛe value then the treaſures of Aegypt.
